It is, of course, 
dificalt to estimate the market valne 
of the landed proporty and buildings of 
the Company here and at the different 
ports, but, times are improviag and 
‘such nesets as these improve with them, 
‘The steamers now represent tho cost as 
uearly og that cau be estimated, of 
roplaoing similar vessels.

THE HONGKONG OPIUM CONVENTION. 
On the 18th instant His Excellency 
the Acting Governor of Hongkong 
laid a Minute of the proceedings of the 





Opiam Duty Commission, which 
the Qolony last year, before the Legi 
Iative Council. At the samo meeting 
the Grate of an Ordinance for the better 
regulating of the trade in opiam was 
laid bofore the Conuoil aud read a first 
time, ‘The Minate after a short formal 
sentence, gives tho different plane 
h wore submitted to the Comm 
siouers for the collection of Opium 
Revenue for China, The first plan 
proposed that the Opium Revenue 
should be collected for China by Eug- 
laud in India, By a “system of de- 
ferred payments of duties in India it 
wos alleged that interference with 
ospital could be avoided, and by freeing 
Opium from taxation in China, ema, 
gling and its attendant evils would, 
was thought, be brought to an end.” 
This plan found much favour with tho 
Chinese, but under instructions from 
Her Majesty's Government the British 
Commissioners could not assent to it 
and did not take it into consideration. 
The second plan left the Chinese to 
collect the duty in their own territory 
and to take their own preven mea- 
euros along the coast, but as this 
would have beon expensive aud would 
have caused rub friotion it was discard- 
ed. Tho third plan, was called the Hulk 
plan, aud was also sot aside. Mr, Russell, 
the Puisne Judge in Hongkong, and one 
of tho British Commission 
upon submitted certain prop:

ment, bat which were subsequently 
modified. Her Majesty's Government 
afterwards approved of what had 
done and sanctioned the iutroduction 
of an Ordinance.

‘THE IRON TRADE IN 1838, 
A vey comprehensive Report on tho 
Iron trade, just issued. by Mossi 








Bolling and Lowe of London, containg 
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w great deal of information about other 
branches of the world’s commerce. We 
shall however confine ourselves to the 
special articles, iron and steel, the con- 
dition of their markets last year, and 
their immediate prospects, The iron 
trade, we are told at the commencement, 
-hever takes the lead when the flood 
ide of trade sotsin, and a solid improve- 
mont in the produce market must be 
established before its tarn arrives, An 
fnbreuge in value of ten to fifteen per 
cont in almost every article imported 
into Europe having taken place in the 
Jutter half of 1886, the turn of iron 
came, but by slow degrees avd after 
imuch opposition from buyers. But the 
total excess iu shipmeuts of iron and 
seo! in all Inst yonr was only 200,000 
tons, or from 3,180,000 to 3,300,000, 
and the value only inorensed some 
£12,000, The United States took 
397,000 tons in 1885 and 796,000 
in 1886, so that other markets must 
have fallen in 1886 considerably short 
of what they purchased in the preoed- 
ing year, India ia one of our best 
customers, and her imports of iron and 
stool Inst year wore 20,000 tons and 
£160,000 in value less than in 1886. 
‘he Colonies also took less, as Eglin 
iron and steel has lately being sub. 
jected’ in them to considerable competi- 
tion from Continental makers, which it 
hina been stated is very much onrried 
on by means of low freights from 
Antworp, and even with that advantage 
pretty ofton at a loss in order to make 
a market, One great question troubles 
the minds of those who are engaged in 
the English iron industry, whether the 
United States will continue to be our 
customers and for how long they 
be expected to take large qui 
Tho Ciroular expresses uo opinion on 
this, but furnishes some statistics show- 
ing the extraordinary advanoe which 
American production of grain and oot- 
ton, aud which the population has made 
in recent years, The question whether 
English irou aud steel would long con- 
tinue to find a market in the Uuited 
States, was very exhaustively treated in 
& paper contributed some monthe ago 
to ove of the monthly Reviews by St 
Lowthiau Bell, who is an authority on 
the subject. Te w ia opinion after 
@ careful examination of the American 
miueral fields and manufactories, that 
English metal would continue to have 
a market in the United States. Oue 
especial reasou which he gave was the 
immonse advantage of tho iron and 
goal fields of Eugland lying in the 
closest proximity to each other; and 
there were others, such as cheaper 
capital aud probably cheaper labour. 
Spain ‘aloue of European countries 
gave some encouragement to the Eng- 
lish iron and steol trades Iast year by 
reducing her import daties ou Euglish 
iron to a level with those imposed on 
other’ uations, and this -bas increased 
the export from Great Britain, while 
Spauish railways and tramweys have 
een brought out ou the London 
market. - Both cou berefore 
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reaping advantage from the wise li- 
berality which the Spanish Government 
showed in the Treaty of Commerce 
which-was concluded last year, and is 
another example of the rapidity with 
which Euglish commerce and the m 
who are engaged in it treat well those 
who treat them well, What Spain wants 
is cheap English capital for the r 
of her industries, aud she possesses all 
the necessary raw material for develop- 
ing her icon and other mineral fielde. 
Italy is making great efforts to fuster 
her iron and machinery trades hy pro- 
teoting them, and is making progres 
Russia farther inoreased her import 
duties on iron and steel, 
articles as in others is determined at 
any cost that they shall play a great 
part in the supply of the wants of the 
She is fast opening up her 
coal fields, and at the sane time pe- 
troleam is gradually supplanting coal 
as fuel for steamers and locomotives in 
certain parts of the empire. Austria 
line also raised her daties on metals, 
China took less iron from England 
1886 than in 1885. In South Ame- 
rica, the Argentine Republic takes a 
Inrge quantity of our iron and steel, 
and as she is, the Circular sae, after 
the United States the favourite field 
for Earopeau emigrants, she is expected 
to give great support to our iron 
dustry. Other South America cour 
tries ‘are now recovering from a long 
period of depression atid so aro likely 
to be better customers than they have 
bean, 

‘A considerable part of the citoular 
is devoted to the royalties on metals 
aud the oost of transport in England, 
Both questions are likely to be dealt 
with by parliament, Rond railways 
are advooated on account of the faci- 
lity which they give for picking up 
aud despatohing small articles of trade 
in districts in which the expensively 
constructed and worked railways would 
not pay. They would then, at all events, 
tend to keep many industries in the 
country, instead of those who carry 
them on being obliged to seek employ- 
mont in large cities aud tow 
average cost of railways in England is | 
put down at £42,000, while the cost, 
cluding equipment, of Road Railway 
ig stated at £5,000, a mile. An illus 
tration is given of the necessity for 
nd so far as it oes of 
obeap rates aud cheap lines paying 
better than their desrer competitors, 
in the net earnings of British railroads 
and road-railways and tramways. From 
1883 to 1885, inclusive, the railways’ 
net earnings decreased from £4, Hes

‘worms are enumerated in the Report. 
OF the domestic varicly there are 
kinds as yot nuknown or olassi- 
fied. For the information of oullectors, 
& Questionnaire is appended to the 
Reports for 1884, which fully explains 
all the particulars uecded, to ennble « 
thorough investigation of the subject. 
‘The other wild silkworm, feeding on the 
walberry, which wan found by Messrs, 
Kopsoh and Kleinwiiohter, and forward.

1885 ; bat until more is known as to 
the possibility of using the sill, this 
worm nppenra lo be of greater scientific 
than industrial value, 

For many years it has beon known 
that China produced a silk spinuing 
worm feeding on tho camphor tree, 
bat specimens were not obtainable in 
Hurope. Aooording to the Report for 
1885, Mr. Kopsch is credited with the 
discovery of tho ueigh= 
bourhood of Ningpo, where it is known 
as Oh'ang-shu-tean 2HPRE, aud under 
which uame it was sent to Lyons, aud 
subsequently submitted to Mr. Moore, 
who identified it as the worm described 
by Mr. Felder under the name of
